UPHOLDS 8 HOUR LAW 


Kansas Tabor Statute Approved 
by Federal Supreme Court. 


7 


SAYS IT IS CONSTITUTIONAL. 
Opinion Declares That if 
Legislature Is to Blame. 


Washington. D. C., Nov. 80.—The United 
States Supreme court today affirmed the 
constitutionality of the eight hour law of 
the state o Kansas regulating labor on 
public works, Justice Harlan said in hand- 
ing down the opinion of the court that if the 
Statute is ‘mischievous the responsibility 
resis with the legislators and not the courts. 
Chief Justice Fuller and Justices Brewer 
and Peckham dissented. | 
The Kansas law, whose validity was called 
into question in the suit, was enacted in 1891. 
and provided that eight hours should constl- 
tute a day's work for workmen employed vy 


or on behalf of the state, or by any county or 
It 


laborers engaged on work for the state to 
perform more than eight hours’ labor in a 
day. Both fine and imprisonment are pro- 
vided for violation of the law. 

The case decided today was that of W. W. 
Atkins vs: The State of Kansas. Atkins 
had a contract with the corporation of Kan- 
sas City. Kas., for paving, and he was 
_cWarged with requiring 4 workman named 
Reese to labor ten hours a day. He was 
prosecuted in the state courts, where the 
decisions were uniformly against him. 

Fought on Constitutional Grounds. 

Atkins appealed from the decision of the 
State Supreme court“ to the Federal Su- 
preme court. alleging that the statute is in 
violation of the first section of the four- 
teenth amendment to the constitution in that 
it denied. him due protection of the law 
and deprived him of his property without due 
process. 
The opinion was based on the theory that 
all the municipalities of a state are the crea- 
tions of the state; that work for them is of 
a public character and does not infringe on 
the personal liberty of any one. and that 
it belongs to the state. as the guardian and 
trustee for its people, to prescribe the condi- 
tions upon which it will permit public work 
to be done, 
Question of Public Policy. 
Taking up the question of public policy, 
Justice Harlan said: 

It it be contended to be the right of every 
one to dispose of his labor upon such terms 
as he deems best—as undoubtedly It Is--and 
that to make it a criminal! offense, for a 207- 
tractor for public work to permit or require 
his “employés to perform labor upon that 
work in excess of eight hours each day is in 
derogation of the liberty of employés and em: 
ployer, it is sufficient answer that no one is 
entitled, ot absolute right and as a parc of 
his liberty, to perform labor for the state; 
and no contractor for public work can excuse 
a violation of his lawful agreement with the 
state by doing that which the statute under 
which he proceeds distinctly forbids hin. to 
do.“ 

Concerning the principal plea of the plan- 
tiff against the law the court holds that in 
constitutionality is beyond all question, 

The opinion goes on to say that if the act 
proves mischievous in its workings, the leg- 
isiature that enacted it must be blamed and 
not the courts. The judiciary, it ts held, has 
only the legality of the measure to consider.

Bible Approved by the Roman Catholic 
Church and The Origin and History of 
the American Revised Version of the E 
Bible.” 
Competition Is Open to All. 

This competition will be open to the world, 
and the offer is made threugh the bibe 
teachers’ training school, Organized by the 
regents of the University of the State of New 
York. 

Four hundred dollars * given the 
writer of the best essay. $250 for the second 
best, and $100 for the third.

While the case was supposed to be bioed 
poisoning both Mr. and Mrs. Miller and the 
other children in the family circulated among 
the townspeople and attended social gach- 
erings. Many callers also were at the house 
during the child’s Iliness, and the Miller chil- | 
dren attended the public school. 

Reports of the discovery of the nature of 
the disease have been sent to all surround- 
ing towns.

SUPREME COURT SENDS IT BACK 
TO STATE TRIBUNAL. 


Overrales Decision Denying ‘Widow 
$50,000 Life Insurance Policy of 
Husband—Bili Filed by Her to Re- 


over Money Will Now Be Heard by 
Iilinois Judges—Precedent Estab- 


lished for Several Other Similar 


Claime Nor. Pending, , 


The United States Supreme court yesterday 
hanged down a decision reversing the .ower 
cours in the case of Cable against the United 
States Life Insurance company, carried up 


from this city, and remanded it to the state 


court for trial. 

Herman D. Cable of the Cable Piano com- 
pany had applied for a policy fer $50,000 in 
the company, but when the policy was deltv- 
eredin March, 1901, according to the evidence 
on the trial, refused to accept it. A tew 
days later he became ill, and, a’ day or two 
before his death. George Lord of Evanston. 
a close friend, called for the policy and paid 
the premium. When the company learred 
that Cable was at the point of death when 
the policy was delivered it asserted that there 
had been no delivery within the meaning of 
the policy, and that the policy was void be- 
cause, by its terms, it was not to be in effect 
unless the insured was in good health at the 
time of delivery. 


Widow Brings Suit First. 


The company sued in the United States 
District court to recover the policy, but an 
hour and a half before the company brought’ 
suit against Mrs. Cable she entered suit 
against the company in the state courts of 
Illinois for the amount of the policy. The 
company desired to have the case tried in the 
United States courts because the law is 
thought to be more favorable to insurance 
companies as administered in federal than in 
state courts. The federal court took jurisdic- 
tion, decided in favor of the company, and 
was sustained by the Court of Appeals. Now 
the Supreme court overrules this decision. 


| Supreme Court’s Ruling. 


In his opinion, Justice Peckham said the 
claim of the complairant insurance company 


that it might suffer irreparable injury if the 


federal courts did not take jurisdiction; can- 
not be regarded. 

“This contention furnishes no ground.“ de- 
clares Justice Harlan, for equitable juris- 
diction in a case like this. Where the plain- 
tiff. in a state court, which has jurisdiction 


zover the subject matter byings the defendant 


properly within such jurisdiction he is enti- 
tied to the trial of his cause in that court 
en the case be removed to the federal 
court upon some constitu'ional ground. If 
that ground exists the removal can be made, 
put if it does not equitable jurisdiction does 
not aecrue to the federal court because it 
thought the law, as administered by that 
court, is more favorable to the party seek- 
ing its aid. We think the Circuit court has 
no jurisdiction in this case.“ ö 


Similar Cases Pending. 


Several similar cases have arisen in the 
east since the Cable case was begun, and 
the same procedure was followed in these, 
the companies, suing in the federal courts 
to recover the policies. At the time the 
suit was brought there was talk of an at- 
tempt to revoke the license of the United 
States Life for removing a case to the fed- 
eral court, but it asserted that it did not 
remove the case, but began its own suit 
there.

New York, Nov. 30.—[Special.]—The news 
of the burning of the Academy of Music in 
Brooklyn was not a surprise in fire insurance 
circles today.

Record of Accidents Shows Cables 


Are Much Less Dangerous 
than Trolleys. 


Steam, tlectric, and cable trains caused 
forty-two fatalities ih Cook county during 


Novémber. Two deaths were caused by acci- 
dents on elevated railways, nine on trolley 


lines, four by cable trains, and twenty-nine 


by locomotives and railway trains. 
Despite the fact that about one-third of the 


burtace car system of Chicago was tied up 
urin thirteen days, the month shows only 


one less cable and one leas trolley car fatality 


than recorded in October. 
The number of minor accidents on surface 


cars was reduced by a large percentage. 


There were ninety-eight accidents and 105 
persons injujred on electric lines in Novem- 
ber, as against 123 accidents, with a total of 
136 persons injured, in October.
